Increase In 
Stock of S:O 
Of Indiana 


, Chicago, Vec. 27.—Stockholders ot 
the Standard Oil Company of Indiana, 
meeting today at a special meeting in 
Whiting, Ind., voted to increase the 
capital stock from $140,000,000 to 
$25,000,000. Directors will meet here 
tomorrow to consider declaring a 
stock dividend of 100 per cent to 
stockholders of record December 28t'. 

Colonel Robert J. Stewart, chairman 
of the board of directors, explained 
that the company’s surplus as of Sep- 
tember 30 last was $176,000,000, and 
that it was deemed advisable to con- 
vert much of the heavy surplus into 
capital. 

Of the $140,000,000 authorized capi- 
‘tal, only $109,700,000 had been issued, 
so that the increase up to $250,000,000 
will permit of the 100 per cent stock 
dividend and leave a surplus of $36,- 
000,000. 

The former caDitalization of $140,- 
000,000 has a par value of 625 a 
‘share. About two years ago the com- 
pany increased its capital stock, all 
common stock, from $100,000,000 to 
$140,000,000, and changed the par 
value from $100 to $25. The exchange 
of stock will tbe on the basis of two 
shares of new for each share of old 
stock.
